Suppose your child, say from sev­ 
en to ten, had trouble all last year 
in arithmetic and you wish to help 
him bring up his arrears this sum 
mer First, try to find out just what 
his trouble is. 


If it is in solving verbal prob 
terns— in not knowing whether to 
add, subtract, multiply or divide 
—vou ran br almost sure he does 
not read the problem 
carefully 
before attempting its solution. 


He may be in so great hurry vs 
just to 
look 
from 
one 
number 
among the words to another and 
guess it is an add, subtract, multi­ 
ply or “ guzinto” problem. 


In this 
case, 
you 
shield 
try 
through your very serene way of 
breathing, 
moving, 
speaking, 
to 
cairn him down and cause him to 
take lots of time to find out whit 
the problem means. 


He may be a very poor reader, 
in which event you might do more 
for him hy neglecting his anthine-^ 
tic for the time and trying to help 
gain in reading skills, not using 
an arithmetic but an easy interest­ 
ing book or 
children’s 
magazine 
with many pictures and easy vo­ 
cabulary. 


If you >tick to arithmetic, read 
the problem with him Sometimes 
you might well ask him a few ques­ 
tions to help hun a n n e at correct 
judgments. 
• •

B E V E R Y careful that you don’t 
evince 
anger or 
disappointment 
with his response lest you confuse 
and discourage him and make him 
feel ashamed 
During any kind of help at books 
you try to give hun, aim to inspire 
hope and confidence and success in 
him. He mint succeed in order to 
keep interested and keep trying. 


The moment you feel the least 
bit vexed at his slowness or mis­ 
takes, go away from hun, as you 
are then unfit lo be of help to him 


The chances are that he counts 
or guesses when he adds or sub­ 
tracts the simple digits like 6 and 
7 or 5 from 9 He may have trouble 
when be adds such combinations as 
14 and 8, or have trouble with car­ 
rying.

If he tries to hurry h

If your child ha'- just begun to 
add or subtract, don’t keep him at 
counting for very lor g. but just 
long enough for him to appreciate 
the meaning of the simple number 
symbols. Thereafter induce him to 
learn these addition a tut subtrae 
turn facts as mechanic ally as he, 


later, wrtl learn the multtphcaUon 
facts. 
Did you know- there are only IOO 
of theNe simple addition facts and 
just IOO of the simple subtraction 
facts, which the child will need to 
use the rest of his life** (When I 
was eight or ten I supposed there 
were a million of them.) 
By 
memorizing 
three or 
four 
addition facts a day, your child will 
have learned by heart before many 
months all these basic facts. After 
he has mastered these, he can in 
like manner learn by heart all the 
loo basic subtraction facts. 
Q. What would you do rf 
you 
heard your child referring to the 
religious ways and beliefs of cer­ 
tain neighbors as “ queer?”

Dever’s keynote speech on radio and tele­ 
vision. heard it to greater advantage than 


th'‘St who were in the convention hall. It 
was an important document, spoken with 
what used to be called elocution but with­ 
out eloquence. 


On television, it was possible to note the 
, delegates were not listening to it. I tele­ 
phoned on Tuesday morning. An important 
delegate said to me: “The noise around me 
was so loud that I e 5uld not hear him clear­ 
ly. I have set the speech aside to read. 
I heard every word of it on television. 


I am sure the Republican strategists 
were following Governor D e v ers speech 
j closely because it is the outline of the forth­ 
coming campaign. It laid down the line. 


Unfortunately, the emotionalism which 
undoubtedly won Governor Dever acclaim 
in his personal campaigns for office in 
Massachusetts .sounded funny on television 
and looked even worse. This is a frighten­ 
ing instrument. However, the delegates 
were not watching television; they w e r e 
looking at a live show and were supposed 
to be listening to instructions right out of 
the mule’s mouth. But too manv of them 
did not listen. Why did they go to the con­ 
vention? 


The gist of the instructions may be sum ­ 
marized as follow’s: 
1. Attack Eisenhower, Herbert Hoover 
and Tom Dewey; 


2. Say Eisenhower knows nothing about 
administering the affairs of tile U n i t e d 
States; say he initiated nothing as com* 
mander-in-chief in World War II, but c ar­ 
ried out the orders of Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt; say he did nothing on his own in 
NATO, only carrying out the o r d e r s of 
Harry S. Truman; 


3. Say Eisenhower is a tool of the reac­ 
tionary Wall street elements in the Repub­ 
lican Party, that the voice is Ike’s but the 
hands are Thom as’s, meaning Tom Dewey; 


4. Compare economic conditions in this 
country in 1932 with those in 1952, and es­ 
tablish that labor, the farmer, the business 
man is now better off than he was in the 
Hoover administration. Hook up Eisenhow­ 
er with Hoover to Ike’s disadvantage; 


5. Say Roosevelt won the war and Tru­ 
m an arrested the Communist advantage. 
Denounce C o m m u n i s m at home and 
abroad; 


6. Say the object of the Korean War was 
to restore the 38th Parallel and that has 
been accomplished; 


7. Pile up data to show’ how everybody 
got a handout from the Democratic Party 
and ask if they will bite the hand t h a t 
feeds them;

A New Antibiotic Drug Aids 
The Slow-To-Hea! Inlection 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
IT is good advice not to neglect 
any wound, burn, or infection 
th a t refuses to heal for a long 
time, as It may be a warning of 
cancer. 
Often, however, a common type 
of bacteria causes stubborn in ­ 
fections that may take m onths 
and years to heal. These bacteria, 
known as pseudomonas aerugi­ 
nosa, normally live In the Intes­ 
tines and, as a rule, cause no 
damage there. They are not killed 
by most of the antibiotic drugs. 
Body Resistance Low 
They usually do not cause In­ 
fections unless the body resist­ 
ance is extremely low, or unless 
antibiotics have killed off their 
natural rivals in the body. Then 
they may begin to cause trouble. 
It has been found that m any 
stubborn kidney conditions may 
be due to an infection w ith this 
type of organism. 
Recently, a new antibiotic drug, 
known as polymixin B sulfate, 
has been employed in treating 
these stubborn Infections. The 
drug may be applied directly to 
the infection, or injected in a 
muscle, 
in 
carefully 
regulated 
doses. 
One group of 35 patients with 
Infections that were very slow to 
heal, was treated with polymixin 
B sulfate. Every one of these 
patients responded well, and none 
of them suffered any severe dis­ 
tress from the treatments. 
Good Results 
Cases of severe kidney Infec­ 
tions and chronic ear and eye 


infections were treated In this 
way with good results. 
One slight difficulty with this 
treatment is that It causes exces­ 
sive proteins to be given off in the 
urine. This usually does not last 
long after treatm ent is stopped. 
Also, there may be some pain 
over toe area where the drug Is 
injected, and some dizziness and 
weakness. 


Thus, a new antibiotic drug has 
been perfected for pseudomonas 
aeruginosa Infections, which usu­ 
ally do not respond to other drugs. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


H. V.: I have been suffering 
from Bell's palsy. Can you tell me 
something about tills? 
Answer: Bell’s palsy may be due 
to some Injury to the facial nerve, 
such as m ight take place if a 
tumor or Infection was pressing 
on it. This usually occurs where 
the nerve leaves the skull. 
Exposure to cold, which might 
cause neuritis, may be respon­ 
sible. In such cases, all the nerves 
on one side of the face may be 
paralyzed. The eyes cannot close 
and the forehead is wrinkled. The 
lower lid droops, the eye waters 
and the angle of the mouth is 
lowered on the side affected. In 
most cases, the condition is due 
to cold. 
Hot a p p lic a tio n s , electrica l 
treatm ents, and m assage of the 
muscles of the face are all helpful 
In treating this condition. Re­ 
cently, it has been found that the 
use of histam ine Injections into a 
vein have proved of value.
